' y o u all know the story of Mary 
Virginia Jennie Wade. 
Several 
years ago we spent quite a bit of 
time tracking down some of the 
rumors and stories commonly told 
regarding her. 
Many were found 
to be untrue, others only too true. 
Jennie Wade was killed while bak­ 
ing bread, and she was buried four 
times; first, in the cellar on the 
south side of the "Jennie Wade” 
house; secondly, in the garden of 
the same house; thirdly, in the Ger­ 
man 
Reformed 
churchyard, 
and 
then she was moved from there to 
the Evergreen Cemetery where her 
grave can now be found. 
If Jennie Wade were living today 
she would be ninty-five-years-old 
and we have no doubt but she 
would be a rather unhappy old lady. 
Her betrothed, Corporal Johnston 
H. Skelly, was wounded and taken 
prisoner at Carter’s Woods and died 
at Winchester. Virginia, July 
12, 
1863. 
At the time of her death a 
picture of young Skelly was found 
in the pocket of Jennie Wade’s dress 
and we have examined papers and 
letters which prove that the couple 
was actually engaged and meant 
to be married as soon as possible. 
There are times when death is kind, 
for neither knew of the death of the 
other. 


SEVERAL weeks ago we talked to 
a very interesting old lady, who 
at the time of the battle lived on 
the Weikert farm near the spot now 
known as Bloody Angle. During the 
battle her family sought refuge in 
the town, but as soon as the fighting 
ceased they returned to their home 
You can imagine the scene that 
greeted them. The house was being 
used as a temporary field hospital 
and was filled with the wounded 
from both armies. 
Six men died 
in the parlor, aione, and soon graves 
dotted the yard and immediate sur­ 
roundings. 
The remains or hasty operations. 
bones, amputated arms and legs, 
were piled high in front of the win­ 
dows. 
Mr. 
Weikert 
opened 
the 
window's and simply threw those 
gruesome remains into the yard. 
The parlor carpet was missing, but 
the mystery was explained when 
they started to exhume the bodies 
for burial in the National cemetery. 
One strip of the carpet had been 
placed in a trench, a number of 
bodies were laid out on it and cov­ 
ered with another strip, and after 
that, the crude grave was hastily 
filled in. 
A General Barkdale and 
a Captain Babcock were buried at 
the rear of the house, for Elizabeth 
Weikert remembered (he names on 
the crude head boards.

During the first day of the battle 
of Gettysburg Mr. and Mrs. Alex 
Spangler, parents of Miss Laura 
Spangler, High street, were ordered 
to leave their home. When they re­ 
turned to the house in the evening 
they found four .strange men dress­ 
ed in the Confederate Gray. 
One arose and introduced himself 
as General Jenkins and two of the 
others 
as 
Generals 
Earley 
and 
Long^treet. 
The fourth was not 
introduced, but Mrs, Spangler later 
learned that it was General Lee. 
They asked for lamps but every­ 
thing in the house had been de­ 
stroyed during the day. 
The gen­ 
erals sent Mr. Spangler with two 
guards to his warehouse across from 
the Western Maryland railroad sta­ 


tion for some candles and told the 
rest of the family that it was safe 
to go to bed. 
The next morning the generals 
were gone. 
The youngest child in 
the Spangler family was Prank, 
whom General Jenkins held in his 
arms and said; 
“Just such ti wife and baby I 
left." 
The General later was killed. The 
Spanglers had just moved into the

on

.street on April I of that year. They

Wesley 
Culp, 
Mrs. 
Fahnestock's 
uncle, worked In the south and e n ­ 
listed with the Confederate arm y. 
His regim ent fought a t G ettysburg 
and he was killed on his form er 
playground. Culp’s Hill.) 
“He was not killed until the sec­ 
ond day,’’ Mrs. Fahnestock went on 
to explain 
He had gone to see his 
folks the evening before. 
His body 
was never found 
“William Gulp my father, served 
four years in the Union army, in 
th e /J7th Regiment, Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. 
At the time of 
the 
battle my m other's home on W est 
Middle street was used as a h o s­ 
pital and I still have in my posses- 
r ion a piece of skull severed from 
a soldier in the house.” 
O ne incident that Mrs. F a h n e ­ 
stock relates is interesting. 
“My m other was out gathering 
beans and the Confederates w ent 
through the house taking all the 
bu tter and other food 
One big 
m a n stood in the kitchen holding 
a loaf of bread and said: 
" 'M adam . I took your last loaf of 
bread.’ 
M other walked up to him, took 
the bread and stated: 
“ 'T h a t is my last loaf of bread 
and I m ust have it for mv sick 
children.' ”
